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REPORT. 


The  Controllers  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  City  and  County  of 
Philadelphia,  composing  the  First  School  District  of  Pennsylvania,  pre¬ 
sent  their  Twenty-Sixth  Annual  Report,  embracing  an  account  of 
their  proceedings  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1844. 

The  general  prosperity  of  the  schools  during  the  past  year  has  con¬ 
tinued  undiminished.  In  their  visits  to  the  schools,  the  Controllers  have 
found  them  generally  in  satisfactory  order  and  cleanliness,  under  effi¬ 
cient  instruction,  discipline  and  management — and  furnishing,  in  the  va¬ 
ried  acquirements  of  the  pupils,  convincing  evidence  of  improvement  on 
their  part,  and  of  fidelity,  zeal,  industry  and  attention  on  the  part  of 
their  teachers. 

The  schools  of  this  District  were  visited  officially  in  December  last 
by  the  Hon.  Charles  McClure,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  and 
Superintendent  of  Common  Schools,  accompanied  by  the  President  of 
the  Board  of  Control,  and  a  large  number  of  Controllers,  Directors  and 
citizens.  Several  days  were  occupied  with  this  visit,  during  which  an 
extended  examination  was  made  of  the  pupils  of  the  Central  High 
School,  as  also  of  a  large  number  of  the  Grammar,  Secondary  and  Pri¬ 
mary  Schools.  The  result  of  this  examination  was  highly  satisfactory. 
The  impression  made  upon  the  mind  of  the  Superintendent,  and  his 
views  in  relation  to  the  system  of  instruction  in  operation  among  us, 
will  be  found  in  the  letter  addressed  by  him  to  this  Board  soon  after  his 
visit.  (Appendix  No.  V.)  These  periodical  visits  are  attended  with 
heavy  calls  upon  the  time  of  the  Superintendent,  as  well  as  of  the  Con¬ 
trollers  and  Directors.  Still,  they  are  evidently  attended  withmuchgood 
in  creating  a  commendable  spirit  of  emulation  among  the  schools. 

Since  the  last  report,  such  increased  accommodations  have  been  pro¬ 
vided  in  the  several  sections,  as  the  rapidly  increasing  wants  of  the 
community  have  most  imperatively  demanded.  In  the  sixth  sec¬ 
tion,  a  new  school-house  is  building,  and  is  now  nearly  completed, 
locate'd  on  the  Poor-house  Lane,  in  Germantown,  three  stories  high,  of 
suitable  dimensions,  and  provided  with  appendages  and  conveniences 
to  seat  and  accommodate  450  pupils.  This  building  will  be  open  for 
school  purposes  in  a  few  weeks,  and  will  enable  the  Directors  to  im- 
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prove  the  schools  in  the  vicinity  by  consolidation  and  classification,  and 
allow  the  more  advanced  pupils  of  the  township  and  village  to  pur¬ 
sue  a  more  extended  course  of  study.  In  the  eleventh  section,  a 
new,  cheap  and  elegant  school-house  has  been  erected  and  finished  at 
the  corner  of  Ninth  and  Camac  streets,  two  stories  high,  on  the  most 
improved  plan,  and  with  the  most  desirable  and  convenient  arrangements 
that  experience  could  suggest,  and  sufficiently  large  to  accommodate  300 
pupils,  in  which  a  classified  male  and  female  grammar  school  is  now 
opened  and  in  operation.  During  the  year,  provision  has  also  been 
made  by  the  Board  in  almost  every  section  for  accommodating  the  con¬ 
tinually  increasing  number  of  pupils,  by  renting  and  fitting  up  suitable 
buildings  for  a  large  number  of  secondary  and  primary  schools.  From 
the  extended  accommodations  now  provided  for  the  district,  in  connex¬ 
ion  with  the  gradual  rise  in  the  studies  and  attainments  required  in  the 
grammar  schools,  and  the  corresponding  elevation  of  the  secondary 
schools,  the  Controllers  are  led  to  believe  that  for  years  to  come  it  will 
not  be  advisable  or  requisite  to  incur  any,  or  at  most  very  trifling  add- 
tional  expense  for  buildings  and  lots  of  ground.  The  large  items  incur¬ 
red  in  former  years  for  this  purpose  will  not  need  soon  to  be  repeated, 
and  at  the  same  time  adequate  provision  maj1'  be  made  for  the  natural 
growth  of  population  and  the  increased  desire  in  the  community  for  par¬ 
ticipating  in  the  benefits  of  the  system.  It  is  also  believed  that  large 
numbers  of  children  in  the  populous  parts  of  the  district  are  ushered 
into  the  primary  schools  at  an  age  more  suitable  to  the  nursery,  and 
that  a  change  in  the  law,  as  it  regards  the  age  for  admission  into 
the  public  schools,  as  recommended  by  the  Superintendent  of  Common 
Schools  to  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  would  be  advisable. 
Such  a  change  of  the  system,  without  impairing  its  efficiency  or  value, 
would  materially  reduce  the  expenditures. 

The  Controllers  have  observed  with  some  degree  of  surprise,  that 
very  erroneous  impressions  prevail  in  the  public  mind,  in  regard  to  what 
is  termed  a  desire  or  an  attempt  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  Holy  Bible 
in  the  public  schools  of  this  district.  This  impression  is  erroneous,  so 
far  as  regards  any  action  in  the  Board  of  Control,  which  is  the  only  body 
having  authority  in  the  matter  of  the  use  of  books  in  the  public  schools. 
The  Bible  “without  note  or  comment,”  is  and  has  always  been  an 
adopted  book  in  the  public  schools,  and  read  therein  since  their  first  es¬ 
tablishment.  It  is  supplied  and  furnished  on  all  occasions  when  ordered 
by  the  teachers  and  visiting  directors  of  any  and  every  school;  and  it 
is,  and  has  at  all  times  been  the  determined  purpose  of  the  Controllers  to 
keep  it  there.  At  the  same  time,  they  have  desired  to  do  this  in  such  a 
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manner  as  should  be  in  accordance  with  the  principles  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  State,  which  wisely  provides  and  declares,  “That  all  men  have 
a  natural  and  indefeasable  right  to  worship  Almighty  God  according  to 
the  dictates  of  their  own  conscience  ;  no  man  can  of  right  be  compelled 
to  attend,  erect  or  support  any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any 
ministry  against  his  consent  ;  no  human  authority  can,  in  any  case  what¬ 
ever,  control  or  interfere  with  the  rights  of  conscience  ;  and  no  preference 
shall  be  given  to  any  religious  establishment  or  mode  of  worship.”  In 
accordance  with  this  provision  of  our  Constitution,  the  Controllers 
have  always  carefully  endeavored  to  guard  the  rights  of  conscience, 
and  prevent  the  introduction  of  sectarianism.  All  men,  parties  and  sects 
have  equal  rights  to  the  benefits  of  the  public  schools.  As  all  pay  their 
portion  of  tax  for  their  support,  all  have  a  right  to  expect  and  de¬ 
mand  to  be  placed  on  the  same  constitutional  equality . 

With  this  view  in  the  premises,  and  to  prevent  any  misapprehension 
from  arising  in  consequence  of  their  having  originally  adopted  the  Bible 
as  a  book  to  be  used  in  all  the  schools,  as  well  as  to  guard  against  any 
infringement  of  rights  guarantied  by  the  Constitution,  the  Controllers 
subsequently,  on  various  occasions,  passed  the  following  additional  re¬ 
solutions.  They  are  inserted  here  for  the  information  of  the  public,  and 
to  show  the  course  of  policy  which  has  been  pursued,  which  we  are 
happy  to  believe  has  at  all  times  been  approved  by  the  staid  and  think¬ 
ing  part  of  the  community,  and  by  all  the  friends  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty.  The  first  series  of  resolutions  was  adopted  almost  ten  years 
since.  The  occasion  of  their  adoption  is  sufficiently  explained  in  the 
resolutions  themselves. 

Resolutions  passed  December  9th,  1834. 

WTierens,  The  Controllers  have  noticed,  that  the  practice  exists  in  some  of  the 
schools  of  introducing  religions  exercises,  and  books  of  a  religious  character,  which 
have  not  been  recommended  or  adopted  by  this  Board,  in  the  lessons  prepared  for 
the  use  of  the  scholars;  and  believing  the  use  of  such  exercises  or  hooks  may  have 
a  tendency  to  produce  an  influence  in  the  schools  of  a  sectarian  character, 

It  is  Resolved,  That  this  Board  as  conservators  of  the  fights  of  parents  or  guar¬ 
dians  of  children,  committed  to  the  care  of  teachers  employed  according  to  law,  for 
the  purpose  of  public  education,  are  bound  to  preserve  those  rights  unimpaired. 

Resolved ,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  which  has  provided 
for  the  establishment  of  public  schools,  has  also  wisely  guaranteed  the  right  of  all  to 
worship  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  conscience;  and  as  the  parents  of  chil¬ 
dren  have  both  by  law  and  nature  the  guardianship  of  them  during  their  minority,  so 
they  alone  are  responsible  for  the  effects  of  such  guardianship;  and  their  right  to 
impress  the  minds  of  their  children  with  such  views  of  a  religious  nature  as  they 
may  think  most  important,  ought  not  to  be  interfered  with,  especially  by  a  body 
exercising  its  authority  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth. 

Resolved ,  That  as  all  sects  contribute  in  the  payment  of  taxes  to  the  support  of 
public  schools,  the  introduction  of  any  religious  or  sectarian  forms  as  part  of  the 
discipline  of  the  schools,  must  have  a  tendency  to  impair  the  rights  of  some ;  and 
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that  whilst  this  Board  is  convinced  of  the  utter  impossibility  of  adopting  a  system 
of  religious  instruction  that  should  meet  the  approbation  of  all  religious  societies, 
they  are  equally  satisfied  no  injury  need  result  to  the  pupils  from  confining  the  in¬ 
struction  in  our  schools  to  the  ordinary  branches  of  elementary  education  ;  inasmuch 
as  ample  facilities  for  religious  improvement  are  presented  for  the  choice  of  parents 
or  guardians  in  Sabbath  schools,  and  other  establishments  for  that  purpose,  which 
are  organized  and  supported  by  various  religious  communities. 

Resolved ,  That  the  ground  of  universal  benevolence  is  one  on  which  all  sects  or 
parties  may  meet ;  and  it  must  be  on  this  ground  alone  that  our  public  schools  can 
be  continued  as  a  public  good;  and  in  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  religious  forms 
in  them,  this  Board  will  invade  the  rights  of  none ,  but  on  the  contrary,  by  so  doing, 
will  maintain  the  rights  of  all — and  therefore 

Resolved ,  That  this  Board  cannot  but  consider  the  introduction  or  use  of  any  re¬ 
ligious  exercises,  books  or  lessons  into  the  public  schools,  which  have  not  been 
adopted  by  the  Board,  as  contrary  to  law;  and  the  use  of  any  such  religious  exer¬ 
cises,  books  or  lessons,  is  hereby  directed  to  be  discontinued. 

The  second  series  of  resolutions  was  passed  in  January  last,  on  the 
occasion  of  a  communication  to  the  Controllers  from  Bishop  Kenrick, 
of  the  Roman  Catholic  church,  asking,  on  behalf  of  the  citizens  who 
were  members  of  that  church,  that  their  version  of  the  Bible  might  also 
be  read  in  the  schools,  and  that  no  children  should  be  required  to  unite 
in  the  reading  of  the  Bible  whose  parents  are  conscientiously  opposed 
thereto. 

Resolutions  passed  January  10 th,  1843. 

Resolved,  That  no  children  be  required  to  attend  or  unite  in  the  reading  of  the 
Bible  in  the  public  schools,  whose  parents  are  conscientiously  opposed  thereto. 

Resolved ,  That  those  children  whose  parents  conscientiously  prefer  and  desire 
any  particular  version  of  the  Bible,  without  note  or  comment,  be  furnished  with 
the  same. 

The  resolutions  of  March  last,  adhering  to  the  foregoing  resolutions, 
and  requiring  a  strict  observance  of  them  on  the  part  of  the  Teachers, 
were  adopted  on  the  occasion  of  three  communications  to  the  Board  on 
the  subject — one  from  a  number  of  Roman  Catholic  citizens,  asking 
that  the  words  “without  note  or  comment”  should  be  rescinded  from  the 
resolution  of  January  10th,  1843;  one  from  Bishop  Kenrick  complain- 
ng  of  certain  infringements  of  the  resolutions  of  January  10th,  1843, 
by  some  of  the  teachers,  asking  an  adherence  to  the  resolutions,  and 
distinctly  stating  that  there  was  no  objection  on  the  part  of  those  he  re¬ 
presented  to  the  use  of  the  Bible  in  the  schools,  provided  Catholic 
children  be  allowed  to  use  their  own  version;  and  the  third  from  a 
committee  of  a  meeting  of  citizens  in  Kensington,  held  March  — , 
1844,  asking  that  the  Bible  be  continued  in  the  schools,  and  read 
daily.  The  resolutions  are  as  follows  ; 

Resolutions  passed  March  IQlh,  1844. 

Resolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  this  Board  be  instructed  to  furnish  each  of  the 
sectional  boards,  and  the  principal  teachers  of  the  schools  in  the  First  School  Bis- 
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trict,  with  copies  of  the  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Controllers  on  Decem¬ 
ber  9th,  1834,  and  January  10th,  1843. 

Resolved,  That  any  infringement  of  the  resolutions  of  this  Board  by  the  teachers 
of  the  sectional  boards,  will  virtually  disqualify  such  teachers  from  receiving  pay¬ 
ment  for  their  services  from  this  Board. 

This  statement  embraces  all  the  communications  to  the  Controllers, 
and  all  their  proceedings  and  action  thereon,  in  relation  to  this  subject. 
The  misapprehensions  alluded  to  are  presumed  to  have  arisen  from  con¬ 
sidering  the  explanatory  and  restrictive  resolutions  above  quoted,  by 
themselves,  and  apart  from  the  original  action  of  the  Board.  The  Bible, 
it  should  be  remembered,  was  at  the  head  of  the  first  list  of  books 
adopted  by  the  Board  to  be  used  in  the  schools,  and  it  has  always  con¬ 
tinued  to  hold  its  place  on  our  list  of  supplies.  It  has  been,  and  is,  fur¬ 
nished  to  all  our  schools ;  it  has  been,  and  is,  read  in  them  daily.  No 
attempt  has  ever  been  made  by  any  one  in  this  Board,  nor  have  the  Con¬ 
trollers  ever  been  asked  by  any  sect,  person,  or  persons,  to  exclude  the 
Bible  from  the  schools  under  their  care.  While  at  various  times  during 
the  last  ten  years  resolutions  have  been  passed,  as  already  quoted,  to 
prevent  other  religious  exercises,  and  to  guard  against  anything  that 
might  seem  to  be  an  infringement  of  the  rights  of  conscience,  yet  the 
reading  of  the  Bible  in  the  public  schools  has  ever  remained  on  the  same 
basis  on  which  it  was  placed  at  the  first  organization  of  our  system, 
and  has  been  uniformly  practised  without  let  or  hindrance,  so  far  as  has 
ever  come  to  the  knowledge  of  this  Board. 

The  Controllers  have  been  relieved  from  the  embarrassments  that  they 
had  experienced  in  the  financial  department  of  the  service  during  the  pre¬ 
vious  year,  arising  from  causes  stated  in  the  last  report.  The  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars  then  unavailable  have  been  restored  to  the  treasury, 
and  during  the  year  the  strictest  economy  has  been  exercised  in  the  ex¬ 
penditures  of  the  Board.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  Auditors’  account  hereto 
appended,  that  on  the  30th  day  of  June  inst.,  after  the  disbursement  of 
all  claims  up  to  that  date,  there  remained  in  the  Treasury  $19,691  94. 
The  whole  amount  expended  by  the  Controllers  during  the  last  year 
was  §219,736  56,  of  which  $16,422  61  was  for  real  estate,  $2,090  99 
for  school  furniture,  $4,375  40  for  fuel,  $28,257  54  for  books  and  gen¬ 
eral  contingent  expenses,  $30,106  02  for  contingent  expenses  of  the 
school  houses,  and  $138,484  00  for  the  salaries  of  teachers.  The 
buildings  and  public  property  are  all  insured,  and  the  real  estate  held  in 
trust  by  the  County  of  Philadelphia  for  public  school  purposes,  including 
lots,  buildings,  furniture,  <fcc.,  which  in  many  instances  has  become 
worth  much  more  than  the  original  cost,  may  be  fairly  estimated  at  over 
$600,000, 
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The  number  of  tue  schools  in  the  district  is  217,  of  which  one  is  the 
High  School,  42  are  Grammar  Schools,  19  Secondary,  78  Primary,  and 
77  unclassified.  The  whole  number  of  Teachers,  including  the  Profes¬ 
sors  of  the  High  School,  is  526,  of  whom  84  are  males,  and  442  females, 
and  the  average  compensation  of  each  $263  27.  The  whole  number  of 
Scholars  is  33,299,  of  whom  16,964  are  males,  and  16,335  females.  The 
aggregate  amount  paid  for  tuition  is  $138,484;  the  aggregate  amount  for 
contingent  expenses,  not  including  those  for  real  estate  and  school  fur¬ 
niture,  is  $62,738  96.  These  two  sums  divided  by  33,299,  (the  whole 
number  of  scholars)  give  the  average  cost  of  tuition  $4  15  ;  average  cost 
of  contingent  expenses,  $1  89. 

This  Report  exhibits,  as  compared  with  the  last,  an  increase  of  169 
pupils,  27  teachers,  and  3  schools  ;  a  diminution  in  the  average  compen¬ 
sation  of  teachers  of  $10  96,  and  an  increase  in  the  average  contingent 
expenses  of  each  pupil  of  21  cents;  a  diminution  in  the  whole  expenses 
of  the  Board  of  $29,220  72;  a  diminution  in  the  expenses  for  real  estate 
and  school  furniture  of  $37,932  50,  and  an  increase  in  the  contingent 
expenses  of  $7,070  78. 

The  Controllers  take  great  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  Transit 
Instrument  in  their  possession  has  at  length  been  mounted,  and  is  now 
in  successful  operation  in  the  Observatory  of  the  High  School.  This 
valuable  instrument,  which  was  imported  more  than  four  years  since  for 
the  uses  of  the  Observatory,  has  lain  entirely  unemployed  until  the  pre¬ 
sent  time,  in  consequence  of  its  having  been  thought  necessary  to  erect 
a  separate  tower  for  its  support.  Such  an  erection,  with  the  necessary 
appendages,  would  have  cost  between  two  and  three  thousand  dollars — 
an  expenditure  beyond  what  the  Controllers  deemed  wise  or  proper  for 
this  purpose  in  the  embarrassed  state  of  their  finances.  A  plan  has  at 
length  been  adopted,  originally  suggested  by  Mr.  Joseph  Saxton,  of  the 
United  States  Coast  Survey,  by  which  the  Transit  Instrument  has  been 
mounted  with  entire  success  upon  the  southern  wall  of  the  tower  that 
supports  the  Equatorial  Telescope  and  the  Astronomical  Clock,  and 
without  any  interference  with  the  movements  of  either.  The  whole 
expense  of  mounting  this  instrument,  with  the  necessary  alterations  in 
the  dome,  was  less  than  $500,  of  which  only  $300  was  paid  by  the 
Controllers,  the  rest  having  been  paid  by  the  voluntary  contribution  of  a 
few  of  our  citizens  who  were  anxious  that  our  Astronomical  Professor 
might  have  the  means  of  commencing  a  connected  series  of  observa¬ 
tions  without  further  delay.  The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  due  to  Mr. 
William  Young,  mathematical  instrument  maker  of  this  city,  for  the 
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very  satisfactory  and  workmanlike  manner  in  which  he  executed  the 
mechanical  part  of  this  undertaking,  and  also  for  his  generously  de¬ 
clining  all  pecuniary  compensation  for  the  same.  The  whole  work  was 
entrusted  by  the  High  School  Committee  to  the  general  superintendence 
of  George  M.  Justice,  Esq.,  at  whose  suggestion,  while  a  Controller,  the 
astronomical  instruments  were  imported,  and  who  may  be  justly  termed 
the  founder  of  the  High  School  Observatory. 

The  High  School  continues  to  enjoy  the  entire  confidence  of  the  Con¬ 
trollers.  The  Professors  show  a  commendable  zeal  in  seeking  to  ex¬ 
tend  and  improve  their  several  courses  of  instruction,  and  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  discipline  of  the  school  were  never  in  a  more  healthy  and  ef¬ 
ficient  condition.  The  plan  of  the  school,  originally  contemplated  by 
the  Controllers,  is  now  fully  developed;  and  there  have  been  during  the 
past  year  eight  classes  and  nearly  four  hundred  pupils  in  constant  at¬ 
tendance.  The  influence  of  the  institution  upon  the  other  schools  is 
believed  to  be  worth  more  than  all  that  it  costs,  independent  of  the  ad¬ 
vantages  received  by  its  actual  pupils.  Full  details,  in  regard  to  its 
operations,  will  be  found  in  the  Semi-Annual  Reports  of  the  Principal 
(Appendix  No.  VII.) 

The  Directors  of  many  of  the  sections  have  received  important  as¬ 
sistance  from  Professor  Hart  in  the  examination  of  candidates  for  the 
office  of  teachers.  These  examinations  have  been  conducted  with  dis¬ 
tinguished  ability,  and  have  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  exclusion  of 
unqualified  applicants,  and  to  a  general  elevation  of  the  standard  of 
qualifications  in  teachers. 

The  Controllers  would  do  great  injustice  to  their  feelings  not  to  record 
their  sincere  grief  at  the  death  of  the  lamented  Professor  Sanderson.  He 
was  a  gentleman  eminently  fitted  for  the  duties  of  his  station,  not  only 
by  his  profound  scholarship  and  brilliant  talents,  but  by  those  genial 
qualities  of  the  heart  which  endeared  him  in  so  remarkable  a  manner  to 
his  pupils  and  his  associates.  In  the  appointment  of  his  successor, 
Professor  Henry  Haverstick,  the  Board  have  secured  the  services  of  a 
gentleman  whose  abilities  are  spoken  of  in  the  highest  terms  by  distin¬ 
guished  citizens  of  Philadelphia,  of  which  he  is  a  native,  and  who,  in 
addition  to  a  classical  education  at  home,  spent  several  years  at  some  of 
the  most  renowned  universities  abroad  in  fitting  himself  for  a  Profes¬ 
sorship  in  his  native  country. 

The  Controllers  have  also  been  called  upon  to  lament  the  death  of 
Samuel  English,  Esq.,  one  of  their  number,  who  has  for  many  years 
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discharged  the  duties  of  Controller  and  Director  with  a  commendable 
degree  of  punctuality  and  zeal. 

In  conclusion,  the  Controllers  congratulate  their  fellow  citizens  upon 
the  condition  of  the  public  schools  of  this  city  and  county.  What  scene 
can  be  more  interesting  to  the  philanthropist — what  scheme  of  policy 
more  full  of  promise  to  the  statesman — than  that  presented  in  the  spec¬ 
tacle  of  more  than  thirty-three  thousand  children,  or  nearly  three- 
fourths  of  the  whole  youthful  community,  embraced  in  one  general 
system  of  public  instruction,  and  taught  daily,  for  years,  the  great 
practical  lessons  of  order,  industry  and  obedience  to  constituted  au¬ 
thority  ?

Auditors'  Report , 
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COUNTY  AUDITORS’  REPORT, 

For  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  Jane  3 Oth,  1844, 


To  the  Honorable  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  in  and 
for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadelphia. 

The  Auditors  of  the  said  County  respectfully  Report : 

That  the  books,  accounts  and  vouchers  of  the  Controllers  of  the  Pub¬ 
lic  Schools  of  the  First  District  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  have  been 
referred  to  them  for  examination,  and  for  their  fiscal  year  have  been 
duly  audited  and  found  to  be  correct,  from  the  1st  day  of  July  1843,  to 
the  30th  June  1844  ;  and  submit  the  following  statements  resulting  there¬ 
from,  and  numbered  1,  2,  and  3.

Sir: — I  embrace  the  earliest  opportunity  in  my  power  to  express  to 
yourself  individually,  the  members  of  the  Board  over  which  you  preside, 
and  the  Directors  of  the  several  school  sections  in  Philadelphia,  my 
grateful  acknowledgments  of  the  kind  attention  bestowed  upon  me  dur¬ 
ing  my  recent  visit  to  the  public  schools  of  the  first  district.  To  you 
and  them  I  am  much  indebted  for  the  means  so  readily  furnished  to  fa¬ 
cilitate  the  attainment  of  my  object,  which  was  a  more  intimate  acquaint¬ 
ance  with  the  arrangement  and  mode  of  instruction  in  practice  in  the 
schools. 

A  due  regard  for  the  cause  of  popular  education,  as  well  as  justice  to 
those  who  have  the  care  and  management  of  your  public  schools,  forbid 
that  I  should  withhold  the  expression  of  my  opinion  respecting  them. 

Previous  to  my  visit,  I  had  learned  enough  in  relation  to  them  to  in¬ 
duce  me  to  form  a  very  high  estimate  of  their  character.  A  more  inti¬ 
mate  acquaintance  with  them,  derived  from  personal  observation,  con¬ 
vinces  me  that  I  had  not  entertained  too  high  an  opinion  of  their  excel¬ 
lence.  Those  who  have  been  instrumental  in  framing  and  introducing 
the  admirable  plan  upon  which  the  schools  of  Philadelphia  are  conduct¬ 
ed,  seem  to  have  happily  avoided  the  defective  and  improved  the  good 
features  of  the  best  systems  of  education  adopted  in  parts  of  our  own  coun¬ 
try  and  in  Europe.  The  result,  I  apprehend,  has  been  the  establishment 
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of  one  of  the  most  perfect  systems  for  the  instruction  of  youth  to  be  found 
in  any  community. 

The  plan  of  educating  the  youth  of  our  State  at  public  schools  free  to 
all,  without  distinction  between  the  rich  and  poor,  is  most  in  keeping 
with  republican  principles,  and  best  adapted  to  promote  their  dissemina¬ 
tion  and  the  perpetuity  of  the  happy  form  of  government  under  which  it 
is  our  good  fortune  to  live.  It  furnishes  one  of  the  greatest  securities  to 
the  fortunate  wealthy  for  the  peaceable  enjoyment  of  their  possessions, 
while  it  extends  the  blessings  of  education  to  many  who  otherwise  would 
be  doomed  to  lives  of  ignorance  and  vice  and  crime.  With  my  visit  to 
the  Central  High  School  I  was  particularly  gratified.  The  proficiency 
exhibited  by  the  pupils  in  the  various  branches  of  instruction — their 
strict  propriety  of  conduct,  and  the  great  desire  manifested  by  them  to 
acquire  learning,  are  sufficient  to  convince  the  most  skeptical  of  the  am¬ 
ple  qualifications  of  the  professors  and  the  superior  excellence  and  abil¬ 
ity  of  this  school.  These  gentlemen  richly  merit  the  high  reputation 
they  have  attained,  and  may  justly  claim  for  the  institution  under  their 
care  a  rank  among  the  best  in  any  country.  The  development  and  im¬ 
provement  of  the  moral  and  intellectual  faculties  of  the  boy,  and  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  him  to  assume  and  discharge  in  a  proper  manner  the  respon¬ 
sibilities  that  will  devolve  upon  him  in  manhood,  I  presume  should  be 
the  leading  object  of  his  education — this  end  is  most  successfully  attained 
by  the  mode  of  discipline  and  instruction  in  practice  in  the  Central  High 
School.  While  the  most  efficient  means  are  used  to  give  the  pupils  a 
knowledge  of  history  and  geography,  and  an  introduction  to  the  prin¬ 
cipal  branches  of  science,  they  are  at  the  same  time  taught  their  respon¬ 
sibility  as  reasonable  beings.  Their  minds  are  imbued  with  the  import¬ 
ance  of  law  and  order,  and  a  proper  respect  for  the  opinions  and  rights 
of  others.  They  learn  to  depend  on  the  cultivation  of  their  mental  pow¬ 
ers  for  honorable  distinction,  and  to  seek  for  happiness  at  its  true  source, 
in  the  control  of  the  evil  passions  of  our  nature  and  a  strict  adherence  to 
the  principles  of  morality  and  justice. 

The  influence  exercised  by  the  High  School  upon  the  other  schools  of 
the  district,  is  very  apparent  and  highly  beneficial.  From  these,  it  obtains 
its  supply  of  scholars,  and  in  their  admission  favoritism  and  partiality 
are  effectually  excluded.  The  pupils  of  the  lower  schools  look  forward 
to  admission  into  it  as  a  most  desirable  promotion,  which  operates  as  a 
stimulus  to  excite  them  to  an  earnest  application  to  the  acquisition  of 
learning.  This  influence  pervades  all  the  other  schools,  and  without  it 
1  cannot  believe  the  school  system  could  be  so  eminently  successful  as  it 
now  is  in  Philadelphia.  A  strong  argument  in  support  of  this  opinion 
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is  found  in  the  fact  ascertained  from  the  several  reports  of  your  Board, 
that  in  the  first  nineteen  years  after  the  introduction  of  public  schools 
into  your  district,  up  to  the  establishment  of  the  High  School  in  1837, 
there  were  but  seven  thousand  pupils  ;  whereas,  since  that  period  to  the 
present  time,  the  number  of  pupils  is  increased  to  nearly  thirtv -five 
thousand.  A  knowledge  of  this  truth  is  sufficient  to  dispel  any  doubt 
that  may  exist  of  the  beneficial  influence  of  the  High  School  upon  the 
system,  while  at  the  same  time  it  elicits  the  highest  encomium  for  the 
Controllers  and  Directors'of  your  schools. 

I  was  pleased  to  learn  that  th,e  Controllers  had  it  in  contemplation  to 
establish  a  High  School  for  girls,  on  the  same  or  nearly  a  similar  plan 
with  the  one  for  boys  at  present  in  operation.  It  appears  to  me  that  a 
school  of  this  sort  is  required  to  complete  our  system.  It  would  be  found 
to  extend  the  same  beneficial  influence  over  the  girls’  schools  that  is  so 
powerfully  felt  at  present  by  those  for  the  boys.  Besides,  justice  seems 
to  demand  that  equal  advantages  of  education  should  be  extended  to  the 
gentler  sex  with  those  so  liberally  furnished  to  our  own.  Whatever 
may  be  the  difficulties  that  at  present  interpose  to  prevent  the  establish¬ 
ing  a  High  School  for  females,  I  am  persuaded  they  will  soon  yield  to 
the  prudence  and  energy  of  the  Controllers,  who  will  be  sustained  in  their 
efforts  by  the  liberality  and  intelligence  of  the  enlightened  community 
of  Philadelphia. 

Besides  the  High  School,  I  visited  forty -four  Primary,  Secondary  and 
Grammar  schools.  In  each  of  these,  the  advantages  of  a  mild  but  firm 
discipline  were  very  apparent.  The  ability  and  desire  of  the  teacher  to 
instruct  seem  to  be  met  by  a  corresponding  degree  of  attention  and  anx¬ 
iety  on  the  part  of  the  pupils  to  acquire  knowledge,  which  has  gained 
for  each  of  the  schools  a  decidedly  high  reputation.  It  is,  indeed,  cheer¬ 
ing  to  the  friends  of  common  schools  in  our  State,  to  witness  how  much 
has  been  done  in  Philadelphia  to  improve  the  system  and  render  it  popu¬ 
lar.  The  beneficial  influence  of  the  Philadelphia  schools  is  beginning 
to  extend  itself  into  the  interior  of  the  State,  and  we  have  reason  to  hope 
that  the  time  is  not  very  far  distant  when  the  bright  example  they  pre¬ 
sent  will  be  imitated  in  every  district  of  the  Commonwealth. 

The  school  system  has  been  gradually  gaining  favor  with  the  people 
since  its  adoption  in  1836.  Year  after  year,  districts  before  hostile  to  it, 
yield  their  objections  and  establish  schools  within  their  limits,  while  of 
those  that  have  at  any  time  accepted  it,  but  few  are  willing  to  relinquish 
its  benefits.  An  active  and  earnest  effort  on  the  part  of  our  public  men  to 
stimulate  and  give  proper  direction  to  the  interest  already  manifested  by 
S 
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the  people  in  the  cause  of  popular  education,  alone  is  wanting  to  secure 
for  it  entire  success.  If,  under  recent  pecuniary  embarrassments,  the 
most  heavy  that  were  ever  experienced  in  Pennsylvania,  her  school  sys¬ 
tem  has  not  only  been  sustained  by  her  citizens,  but  has  gained  in  their 
favor — under  the  more  favorable  circumstances  that  now  begin  to  dawn 
upon  us,  may  we  not  claim. for  it  a  rapid  advancement  to  prosperity  ? 

Be  kind  enough  to  communicate  to  the  Controllers  and  Directoi'3  my 
sincere  regard  and  esteem.

Report  of  the  Central  High  School,  for  the  term  ending  December  23d, 
1843. 


The  whole  number  on  the  rolls  of  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the 
term,  September  1843,  was  383.  Of  these,  54  were  withdrawn  by 
their  parents  for  the  purpose  of  entering  upon  business,  and  40  re¬ 
ceived  testimonials  of  having  finished  the  course  of  study  prescribed 
to  them,  leaving  at  the  close  of  the  term  289  still  connected  with  the

The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  commenced  on  Tuesday 
the  2d  of  January,  and  continued  for  five  successive  days.  The  exam¬ 
ination  was  conducted  in  all  respects  in  the  manner  described  in  previous 
reports.  The  examination  in  English  Grammar  was  conducted  by 
Prof.  Frost,  in  Geography  by  Prof,  Sanderson,  in  Reading  and  Defin¬ 
ing  by  the  assistants,  Messrs.  Kirkpatrick  and  Smith,  in  the  absence  of 
Prof.  McMurtrie,  who  was  prevented  from  attending  by  sickness  ;  in 
Arithmetic  by  Profs.  Yogdes  and  Kendall,  and  in  Penmanship  and  Or¬ 
thography  by  Profs.  Peale  and  Becker. 

The  whole  number  of  applicants  was  167.  Of  these  104  were  found 
qualified  for  admission,  and  were  accordingly  admitted  by  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Principal. 

The  results  of  the  examination  in  reference  to  the  number  of  candi¬ 
dates  admitted  and  rejected,  and  the  average  mark  of  the  candidates  from 
the  different  schools,  the  names  of  those  admitted,  the  names,  residences 
and  occupations  of  their  parents  and  guardians,  and  the  time  of  their 
connexion  with  the  other  public  schools  previous  to  their  admission  to 
the  High  School,  will  be  found  in  the  following  tables.

The  average  age  of  the  candidates  admitted  was  14  years  4  months 
and  6  days.  The  average  time  that  the  candidates  had  been  connected 
with  the  public  schools  previous  to  their  admission  to  the  High  School, 
was  3  years  and  10  months.  Of  these,  66  had  been  in  the  other  schools 
more  than  2  years,  while  only  one  had  been  the  bare  twelvemonth  pre¬ 
scribed  by  law.

Specimens  of  Drawing  and  Writing  were  exhibited  during  the  hours 
of  examination,  in  the  Drawing  Room  on  the  third  floor  of  the  south 
wing.  , 

The  Observatory  and  the  Cabinet  of  Natural  History  were  open  to 
the  inspection  of  visiters,  at  all  times  during  the  Examination,  when 
Professors  Kendall  and  McMurtrie  were  not  actually  engaged  in  ex¬ 
amining  their  classes. 

The  method  of  awarding  the  final  standing  of  the  graduating  class 
was  as  follows  : 

A  short  time  previous  to  the  close  of  the  term,  the  pupils  of  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  and  Classical  courses,  constituting  Division  A,  were  subjected  to 
a  written  examination  by  the  Professors  on  the  most  important  branches 
of  study  to  which  they  had  attended  during  their  connexion  with  the 
school.  This  examination  was  estimated  numerically,  and  the  average 
thus  obtained  was  combined  on  equal  terms  with  the  average  derived 
from  the  regular  recitations  of  the  class  for  the  last  year..  That  is,  the 
final  examination  upon  the  studies  of  the  course  was  counted  equal  to 
the  last  ten  monthly  averages,  in  determining  the  final  average  of  each 
pupil. 

During  the  last  year,'tpme  of  the  pupils,  by  the  wish  of  their  parents 
and  under  the  advice  of  the  Principal,  had  takeivs  partial  courses.  One 
and  sometimes  two  branches  of  the  regular  course  of  study  had  been 
exchanged  for  some  other  study  more  immediately  connected  with 
their  intended  future  occupation.  Some  had  been  detained  by  sickness  or 
other  imperative  reasons  from  either  the  last  examination  or  the  one 
immediately  preceding.  *  It  was  thought  not  expedient  or  jpst  that 
these  should  be  placed  on  the  same  footing  with  the  rest  of  the  class. 
The  class  was  divided  therefore  into  the  following  portions.  The  first 
consisted  of  those  who  were  present  both  at  the  last  examination,  and 
this,  and  who  had  gone  regularly  through  all  their  studies.  This  in¬ 
cluded  13,  viz  :  Baker,  Grans,  Hagert,  Hawkins,  Harding,  Houpt, 

m  >  t 

Hunter,  Kirkpatrick,  Merrick,  Ortlip,  B.  H.  Rand,  Winslow,  and  C. 
Rand,  who  were  consequently  numbered  from  1  to  13  according  to 
their  final  averages.  The  second  portion  consisted  of  those  who  had 
but  one  gap  in  their  studies,  and  included  Gerhart,  who  had  no  mart 
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in  Professor  Kendall’s  department;  Ketler,  who  had  no  mark  in  Pro¬ 
fessor  Frazer’s  department ;  and  Mason,  who  had  no  mark  in  Professor 
Bregy’s  department,  they  having  been  allowed  during  the  last  term  to 
drop  these  studies  in  order  to  devote  more  particular  attention  to  book¬ 
keeping.  These  three  were  numbered  consecutively  14,  15,  and  16, 
according  to  their  final  averages  as  compared  among  themselves.  The 
remaining  portion  of  the  class  from  17  to  21  inclusive,  was  ar¬ 
ranged  on  similar  principles.  The  pupils  of  the  English  or  two  years’ 
course  were  numbered  onwards  from  22  to  39,  according  to  their  final 
averages  as  compared  among  themselves.  Number  1  of  the  pupils  in 
the  English  course,  was  therefore  22,  No.  2  was  23,  and  so  on.  By 
this  arrangement  the  pupils  who  completed  only  the  two  years  course 
took  rank  after  those  who  completed  the  four  years  course,  yet  in  such  a 
way  as  to  show  their  relative  standing  as  compared  among  themselves. 

In  pursuance  of  this  method  of  awarding  the  final  standing,  the  pupils 
of  the  graduating  class  took  rank  according  to  the  following  programme

The  closing  exercises  of  the  term  were  held  on  Friday,  Decem¬ 
ber  22,  in  presence  of  those  pupils  of  the  lower  classes  who  had  dis¬ 
tinguished  themselves  during  the  term,  the  Professors  of  the  School,  the 
Controllers  and  Directors  of  the  Public  Schools,  and  a  large  assemblage 
cf  citizens.  Only  those  pieces  marked  with  asterisks  were  read,  the 
others  being  omitted  for  want  of  time.  The  selection  of  the  Valedicto¬ 
rian  was  left  to  the  choice  of  the  class.  Elevin  K.  Smith,  of  the  Prin¬ 
cipal  course,  having  been  employed  under  direction  of  the  High  School 
Committee,  as  an  assistant  in  the  school  the  last  four  months  of  the 
course,  passed  the  final  examination,  and  received  a  testimonial,  but 
took  no  standing  with  the  rest  of  the  class. 

Immediately  after  the  closing  exercises,  there  was  an  interesting 
meeting  of  the  Alumni  Association. 
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Much  inconvenience  has  been  experienced  hitherto  in  consequence 
of  the  inequality  of  the  terms,  that  beginning  in  September  having  less 
than  four  months  of  study,  while  the  one  which  begins  in  January  has 
six  and  a  half.  I  would  propose,  therefore,  that  hereafter  the  term 
which  begins  in  September,  should  close  the  second  Thursday  in  Feb¬ 
ruary,  and  that  the  other  term  should  commence  on  the  day  following. 
This  arrangement  is  not  intended  to  make  any  change  in  the  time  of 
holding  the  Examinations  for  admission,  which  will  take  place  as.,  here¬ 
tofore  in  Julf  and  January,  The  only  change  will  be  that  the  class 
admitted  in  January  will  not  be  entitled  to  their  seats  till  after  the  closing 
exercises  in  February. 

Professor  Kendall,  Mr.  Sears  C.  Walker,  and  a  number  of  other 
gentlemen  interested  in  the  advancement  of  science,  have  generously 
offered  to  contribute  by  subscription  whatever  sum  is  necessary  to  mount 
the  Transit  Instrument  which  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Controllers, 
provided  the  latter  will  appropriate  $300  towards  this  object.  A  plan 
has  been  suggested  by  Mr.  Joseph  Sexton  of  the  United  States  Mint,, 
by  which  it  is  believed  that  the  whole  work  necessary  can  be  accom¬ 
plished  for  a  sum  not  exceeding  $500.  1  would  request  the  action  of 

the  Controllers  upon  this  proposition.

Central  High  School,  ? 

Philadelphia,  Sept.  15,  1841.  $ 

Gentlemen:' — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  the  following  semi¬ 
annual  report  of  the  Central  High  School,  for  the  term  ending  July  15, 
1844. 

The  most  auspicious  condition  of  a  public  institution,  as  of  a  coun¬ 
try,  is  generally  that  which  furnishes  least  materials  for  history.  It  may 
be  reckoned  perhaps  as  among  the  best  evidences  of  the  prosperous 
condition  of  the  school,  that  since  it  received  its  full  development  in 
1843,  according  to  the  plan  originally  proposed  by  the  Controllers,  there 
has  been  little  to  report  beyond'  the  mere  routine  of  customary  statistics. 

The  institution  met  with  a  serious  loss  in  April  last,  in  the  death  of 
the  lamented  Sanderson,  the  late  distinguished  Professor  of  Ancient 
Languages.  Death  has  invaded  also  the  ranks  of  our  pupils."  James 
H’.  Simmons,  a  member  of  the  class  admitted  in  January  last,  died  of 
fever  a  few  weeks  after  his  connection  with  the  school ;  and  Anthony 
P.  Morris,  a  youth  of  fine  promise  and  uncommon  amiability  of  charac¬ 
ter,  who  had  been  two  years  and  a  half  connected  with  the  school,  was 
drowned  in  the  Schuylkill  in  the  month  of  May;- 

The  whole  number  attending  the  school  at  the  beginning  of  the  term, 
was  393*  Of  these,  16  received  in  July  public  testimonials  of  having 
completed  the  four  years’  course,  and  13  of  having  completed  the  two 
years’  course,  64  were  withdrawn  during  the  term  for  the  purpose  of 
entering  upon  business  before  completing  their  studies,  and  2  are  de¬ 
ceased  ;  leaving  after  the  expiration  of  the«term  298.  A  new  class  of 
91  was  admitted  in  July,  making  the  whole  number  at  the  opening  of 
the  session  in  September,  389.

Prof.  Frazer  having  resigned  the  chair  of  Natural  Philosophy  in  con¬ 
sequence  of  his  appointment  to  a  Professorship  in  the  University  of 
Pennsylvania,  his  Department  in  the  High  School  was  placed  under  the 
charge  of  Prof.  Booth,  who  lectures  both  upon  Natural  Philosophy  and 
Chemistry. 

I  have  the  gratification  of  recording  that  the  fine  Ertel  Meridian  Cir¬ 
cle  for  observing  the  transit  of  stars,  which  was  imported  four  years 
since,  was  mounted  in  June  last,  and  is  in  perfect  working  condition. 
This  work  was  accomplished  partly  by  an  appropriation  of  the  Control¬ 
lers  for  that  purpose,  and  partly  by  a  private  subscription  on  the  part  of 
Prof.  Kendall,  Sears  C.  Walker,  Esq.,  and  other  scientific  gentlemen  of 
Philadelphia.  The  instrument  was  found  to  be  in  perfect  condition,  and 
important  scientific  results  have  already  been  obtained  by  its  use.  An 
almost  uninterrupted  series  of  observations  has  been  made  in  the  Obser¬ 
vatory  during  the  last  six  months.  Prof.  Kendall  has  also  lectured  to 
his  class  two  or  three  times  a  week  in  the  Observatory,  in  explanation 
of  the  use  of  the  instruments.

The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  commenced  on  the  first 
day  of  July,  and  was  continued  throughout  the  2d,  Sd,  5th,  8th  and  12th, 
the  intervening  days  being  occupied  with  the  regular  exercises  of  the 
school.  The  examination  in  English  Grammar  was  conducted  by  Pro¬ 
fessor  Frost,  in  Geography  by  Professor  Bregy,  in  Arithmetic  by  Pro¬ 
fessors  Yogdes  and  Kendall,  in  Defining  by  Prof.  McMurtrie,  in  Read¬ 
ing  by  Mr.  Kirkpatrick,  and  in  Penmanship  and  Orthography  by  Profs. 
Peale  and  Becker.  The  mode  of  examination  was  the  same  in  all  re¬ 
spects  as  in  previous  examinations.  Ninety-one  were  qualified  for  ad¬ 
mission,  and  were  accordingly  admitted  on  the  recommendation  of  the 
Principal.,  The  average  age  of  the  candidates  admitted  was  14  $rears  5 
months  ;  the  average  time  of  their  connection  with  the  other  public 
schools  previous  to  their  admission  to  the  High  School,  was  3  years  and 
7  months.  The  other  important  particulars  in  the  results  of  this  exam¬ 
ination  will  be  found  in  the  subjoined  tables.

The  Public  Oral  Examination  of  the  pupils  of  the  school  on  the 
studies  of  the  term,  commenced  on  the  9th  of  July  and  continued  for 
three  successive  days.  The  closing  exercises  of  the  term  were  held 
on  the  13th  of  July,  in  presence  of  the  Controllers,  Professors,  and  a 
large  number  of  citizens. 

The  mode  of  awarding  the  final  standing  of  the  graduating  class  was 
as  follows.  Some  time  previous  to  the  close  of  the  term,  the  pupils 
about  to  graduate  were  subjected  by  the  Professors,  to  a  rigid  written 
examination  upon  the  studies  of  the  last  year  of  the  course.  The  aver¬ 
age  obtained  as  the  result  of  this  examination  was  combined  with  the 
average  obtained  from  the  monthly  rolls  for  the  last  year.  This  combi¬ 
nation  gave  a  final  average  by  which  their  standing  was  determined. 
The  choice  of  Valedictorian  was  left  as  heretofore  to  the  class.  The 
following  is  the  order  of  exercises,  made  in  pursuance  of  this  arrange¬ 
ment.
